Maysville suffered defeat at the 
hands of Somerset yesterday In the 
do-lo-Sunday-School Day contest be- 
tween the Pulaski county city and the 
Maysvllle's total attend- 
of the ontlro quota of schools was 
2420, Somerset having 6«7 the lead, 
or a total of 3117. ' 

Maysville defeat can be attributed 
in tho main to the bad condition of 
the weather yesterday, which was very 
cold and disagreeable for May. Many 
of tho smaller children were kept 
home on this account, this necessita- 
ting that the parents slay at home 
also. 

But there is proof conclusive that 
had the weather been more agreeable, 
Maysville would have made a much 
better showing with the Southern 
Kentucky town. The attendance in 
this city last year was 2488 in all of 
the schools, the decrease bi'ing only 
68. Last year the conditions were 
much more favorable and only a few 
score more people attended than this 
year. Maysvlllo would have made at 
least 3000. 

Only four Sunday Schools in this 
city made a better showing than that 
of last year, the For,ost Avenue M. E., 
the Central Presbyterian, the Seott M 
E. and the Bethel Ilaptlst. the latter 
two being colored Churches, All of 
the other schools suffered great de- 
creases.

ADVANTAGES OF THE SELECTIVE DRAFT 

The average eitizeu, when he has opportunity to 1'ully consider 
the' principle feuturcs of the "■elective draft" method of organizing 
an army, will recognize its merits, although many may have cause to 
feel its hardships when called upon to surrender a relative to the 
service of his country. 

America, adopting the selective draft, is merely proliting by 
the mistake which Great Britain made at the beginning of the war, 
In the early days of the conllict England hurriedly raised an army 
to send against Germany in Belgium. Men of all trades and profes- 
sions flocked to arms, were hastily drilled and equipped and sent to 
the front. The slackers, the shirkers, in thousand* and thousands of 
cases men who could well have been spared, remained behind, unwill- 
ing or refusing to volunteer. 

The first army never returned, except in badly broken fragments 
Skilled engineers, trained munition makers, useful farm workers, 
sacrificed their lives in battle, while the untrained and indifferent 
survived, consuming food and ye\ incapable of helping in any ca- 
pacity Until after an expensive apprenticeship. 

After the results of this first great mistake had become apparent 
to the statesmen of Great Britain, tliey were confronted by the _ ne- 
cessity of not only drilling additional great armies to send to franco 
but of training artisans and engineers to take the place, in the muni 
tion factories, etc., of the skilled workers who had rushed to the 
front as volunteers at the first call of arms. 

The United States, in raising the army soon to be assembled, will 
endeavor to avoid a similar error. All men of military age will be 
enrolled as available for service. As they are needed, names will b( 
drawn from the list and each one subjected to close examination 
Those individuals who have families dependent upon them will lie 
exempted. Next in order of exemption will be men especially train 
ed for necessary duty at home while the army is fighting— engineers, 
skilled mechanics in certain trades, capable farm workers, etc. The 
man of no visible occupation, regardless of his rank or station, wil 
He compelled to give mighty good reason why he should not take hi: 
place on- the firing line. 

The selective draft is also the most economical method of rais 
iug an army. By first selecting men who have no families or rela- 
tives dependent upon them, the government will not be compelled 
to provide for the support of those at home while their men are 
fighting, and at the close of the war a huge pension appropriation 
will not have to be made to take care of the widows and orphans or 
mothers of men killed in battle. 

All hope there will be no battle and that the terrors of the draft, 
as they are seen by many, will not materialize, even in their mildest 
form, but under the circumstances as they now exist our count ry can 
take no chances, and' every citizen, every home, every business house 
must calmly and bravely prepare to stand a share of the burden to 
come, whatever they may be. 

THE REPLY 

Several days ago the Portsmouth Times published a little edi- 
torial about Willyum Fields which is as follows, the reply of Editor 
Littlejohn following: 

The Hon. W, ,1. Fields, of the Ninth Kentucky congressional (lis- 
trict, may be reflecting the sentiment of his district in his opposition 
to raising an American army to defend American rights, but we 
doubt it. Kentucky has the reputation of being a state of fighters, 
not of mollycoddles and we are wondering if the Ninth district i8 
the exception that proves the rule. For further information we 
await explanation from the Hon. John D. Littlejohn, editor of the 
Wellston Sentinel, whom we recall, used to dilate at some length 
upon the glories of his native heath in the riHc and knife line.— 
Portsmouth Times. 

In reply the "Wellston man says: 

"Thus Taylor kicks us on, We refer him to Saturday's edi- 
torial page of the Daily Sentinel. Now, to extend the matter further 
we might, as the door is now open say what a fellow really thinks if 
it is not treasonable, that tin congressman of the Ninth Kentucky 
is but a child of chance, the same as a certain gentlemen who stopped 
the mills at Portsmouth and the same sort of a publicist as the 
steemed aubumed haired fox of the immortal Tenth who surrepti- 
tiously sidestepped the armor plant issue and recorded himself on 
the side of the enemy. This is the same fellow who gave the can- 
nons to Ironton when you folks in Portsmouth had already con- 
structed at great cost the emplacements for them on the flood wall. 

"The native heath is there across the Beautiful River, a most in- 
spiring scene, also many good and God-fearing people— a province 
aside by itself but in the Union— a land of warm hearted folks the 
latchstring of whose happy homes hangs on the outer door to which 
there is no key; a land where the sun shines continually with the 
warmth of refulgent rays on the stranger within and the native who 
alike is a visitor to his neighbor's gale; a land for farms and fields, 
for suns and skies, for flocks and herds, for steeds and sires and mag- 
nificent and cultured men and beautiful women than which their is 
no equal; a land of feuds handed down by heritage, living much yet 
lovingly to the things of the past instead of looking to the sun- 
light of a beckoning future; a land which the people of earth desire 
to visit and feel better by having done so, yes, tho land of my birth, 
to which I reverently turn in homage because there my people live, 
the friends of my youth are there or their memories stiil exist ; there 
is a little lot on the hill back of town where mine ami loved ones 
have lain down to await the great awakening and there when I grow 
tired and lag along the way I desire to be put aside— yes, I love 
thBt state notwithstanding its dirty polities, its disposition to elect 
disloyals and counterbands and sons of disloyals to represent it in the 
halls of congress, or any other shortcoming which it may have or 
may acquire in the evolution of time- it is my state, knives and 
pistols and all. May it live forever."

Washington, May 3— Plans for a 
great national service^ reserve made 
UP of men not subject to draft into 
the army and of women, already ap- 
proved by the War Department, were 
submitted to tho Council of National 
Defense today at a conference of the 
council with state governors and rep- 
resentatives of Btute defense councils. 

Members of tho reserve would be 
avuilable lor any service they could 
perform for the government. 

The plans wore presented by (ieorge 
Wharton Pepper, a representative of 
the Pennsylvania State Defense Coun- 
cil and chairman of a National com- 
mittee til' patriotic and defense so- 
cieties. 

The reserve would be headed by a 
board of nine nationally known men, 
which would operate through a na- 
tional committee of members from 
all the states. I'nder tho national 
committee there would be state and 
district committees and iu Washing- 
ton a permanent headquarters com- 
mittee would carry on administrative 
work. 

Tint Heads Membership 

Membership on the board of nine 
.ias been tentatively accepted, it was 
stated, by former President Tai'l, 
Major General (Ieorge W, Ooethall 
and Henry U Stimsoa, former Secre- 
tary of War. 

The purpose of the organization, 
as outlined to the Defense Council, 
would be to furnish uny military or 
civic service which could not be per- 
formed by, en listed men. to aid in re- 
Orultlng, to work under any private 
employer engaged on government con- 
tract!; or on farms and to supply 
the army and navy, When not in ac- 
tive service, reserve members could 
aid in home defense. They would he 
given compensation lor the lime spent 
In government service. 

The Defense Council today gave the 
governors and state representatives 
an outline of u program for state as 
sistanoe to the federal government in 
the conduct of the war. They wen 
told that slate defense councils can 

educate the people to the magnitude 
of the task ahead; aid in recruit ing 
tho national guard; assist in carrying 

out the enrollment lor the new army 

and in determining exemapUona from 
dre i ; maintain labor standards; es- 
tablish labor clearing houses; assist 
in getting workers to use their 
"broken time" on the rami; assist in 
getting idle men and hoys to tho 
farm! "Hord facilities in aiding the 
government to collect revenues; help 

oiit the Liberty loan; organize cen- 
tral food production committees to 
wo k with the state defense coun- 
cil! ; supply their own food ro'iuirc- 
ments wherever possible; and reduce 
WW, it- iu (lie home.

Members of the federal council's 
jrganisation outlined at length to the 
governors steps the government is 
taking to put the country in a state 
of preparedness. Daniel Willard. 
cl airman of the committee on trans- 
portation, described the work of tho 
grneral railroad board which is now 
operating the country's railroad lines 
as one continental system. Howard 
Collin, chairman, of the committee on 
munitions, told of efforts to find fa- 
cilities for an adequate supply of 
guns and ammunition. 

Director Gifford of the Council and 
George C. Porter, who heads the di- 
vision on state organizations, out- 
lined Hie Council's organization. Dr. 
Anna Howard Shaw, chairman of the 
Woman's Defense Committee, told 
what woman hoped to do in the war. 
Business Men Praised 

The Council's munition board, Di- 
rector Gifford said, Is doing the work 
of a government department and In 
effect is a ministry of munitions. 
Every order for tho army or navy Is 
advised by this board before ap- 
proved by the Department. A com- 
mercial economy board Is studying 
cartage systems in the hope that it 
will be nblo to eliminate duplications 
of effort A coal committee is taking 
up the entire question of the fuel 
supply.. 

Heeretary Itodneld, s member of tho 
council, described the work of his de- 



partment and praised tho business 
men, whom ho said are offering their 
sorvlcos free to tho government. Dr. 
Franklin Martin of the Council's ad- 
visory commission, and Surgeon Gen- 
eral lluckcr of tho Public Health 
Service, discussed military and civil- 
ian health prohl ins. George ('reel, of 
tho government'! publicity bureau, 
urged that the people be informed of 
what Is transpiring la government 
and state circles. A paper by Samuel 
Gompers was read, advising that no 
change be made Iu present labor 
standards during the war.

WILL BEGIN JJEXT MONDAY 

The Mason County Sanitary Survey 
Held Hack on Account of U. S. 
Public Health Service Kot 
Receiving Appropriation. 

"Work on the Mason County Health 
League Sanitary Survey of the county, 
which was to have been begun on May 
1, will not begin until next Monday, 
Dr. A. T. McConnack of Bowling 
Green, a member of the State Board 
of Health announced on Saturday 
while in thiB city. The cause of the 
delay is attributed, like the high cost 
of living, to the war. The I'nited 
States Public Health Service, which 
will conduct the survey, assisted by 
the State Board of Health and the 
Mason County Health League, has not 
as yet received the appropriation from 
Congress for the work, the war hav- 
ing held back their money. 

The force of men to be here for 
conducting the work will be a large 
one. There will be four medical of- 
ficers of the United States Public 
Health Service, several men from the 
Kentucky State Board of Health and 
six or eight local men. Miss Casey 
will also be active in the work. 

The time required to make Mason 
county one of the three most healthy 
In the United States will take about a 
year. Six months will be required for 
the first stage and the remainder of 
the time will be spent In examinations 
among the school children. 

Dr. McConnack in an interview with 
the Ledger man saiil that the advertis- 
ing Mason county would receive from 
the campaign would be enormous. He 
said that the surgeon general of the 
I'nited States Public Health Service 
has told bini that since this county 
was so anxious to get the work done 
and since all of the contributions had 
been voluntary, as soon as the sur- 
vey was over he would issue 1,000,000 
bulletins concerning the healthy con- 
dition of this county and have them 
distributed wherever the English lan- 
guage is spoken. Thus Mason coun- 
ty's name would be placed before the 
entire English-speaking world as one 
of the most sanitary Bpots in this 
.great nation. 

Dr. McCormack Informed ni that a 
tractor and concrete mixer would be 
placed in the equipment of the survey 
force, the latter being used for the 
purpose of building toilets throughout 
the county. The owners of the prop- 
erty will pay for the materials used 
in building the toilets but the work 
will be done free.
